Engineers' Institute 
Hears Two Papers 

iVt the regular meetmg of the Junior 
Section of ,the Engineering Institute of 
Canada. Monday night, two papers v,era 
presented. 

The first on "S;scl rU;'.3" was giv- 
en by Mr. W. Gordon, x graduate from 
McGill in '33. Ho ts at present em- 
ployed with the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way. He gave the history of railway 
rails from the first wooden nils to the 
modern lôO poiinU rail. The biggest 
problem in track maintenance is the 
location of faults in the md. Hu show- 
e<I how these faults occur and how they 
may be elimin.Ucd, A spoci.il car equip- 
ped with special electrical appai-atiis 
and travelling about eight miles an 
hour will find and indicate the poMlion 
ot any detect in the rail. Tho increoi^ 
In speed and trattiu has created uiauy 
now difficulties In track construction 
but these have been met by better .uid 
he.ivicr rails -iiid more modern me- 
thods ot liylng them. 

Tho second paper- was givea by Mr. 
V. P. Crowley, engineering student at 
McGill.

In theory several sound' 
citizens of each ward tvere pro}>o9ed for ! 
office by the well meaninj: and public 
spirited residents of that ward. Those 
men had been nominated with the inten- , 
tion of permitting the people to consider i 
each and electing the best fitted man for 
the offices being vot«d upon. The men ; 
thus elected, should according to the the-' 
or>- sit on The local Council and conduct , 
the affairs of the district for the best in- 
terests of the district. ! 

Unfortunately, while we do not doubt j 
the intêgrity of the men elected, we feel j 
That the actual working of the civic ma- j 
chine is far from the theory' outlined 
above. Anj-body who has had any ex- 
perience with the election machinery in 
our wards will l>e in accord with the 
statement that Civic affairs are in a 

. îpondition which is far from happy. Poo- 
■ple who have been active in the recent 
campaign will tell you that those nomi- 
nated, were in many cases nominated by 

' people who had large interests in the 
ward? concerned. 'We are merely the 
jroati," said orte candidate. Those who 
^nanage the election are, for the most part, 
jneii who do nothing much else besides 
"manage elections. When there is a Fed- 
.eral election they are called upon to line 
up the voters — have them canvassed, 
,'and offer to drive them to the polls. Their 
^man spill some storj* or other relating how 
the opposing candidate is a no good. On 
election day these men are active seeing 
that every possible voter's name is used 
to advantage. When the Provincial elec- 
tions coqie around we find the same men 
doing the same thing — and when the 
Civic voting takes place we are amazed 

jito see the self same sluggards busying 
ihemselves at iheir accustomed stands. 

Now all tlus organization costs money. 
Who pays? The Candidates? Surely not. 
Is it worth while spending a huge sum, 
far in excess of the total stipend received, 
to have the honour of sitting in some lo- 
cal council? We are forced to draw our 
own conclusions. 

If we do draw any definite conclu- 
sions we are apt to ask ourselves who is 
l>ehind all thi.s electior^'icring. We arrive 
at the conclusion that somebody must get 
something for the money spent. Thus 
we see that those elected are merely 'the 
goats.' The workings of our democracy 
are apparent.

On the whole J think that my friend wae partly 
rig-ht.

In 1870. he 
pr.viu'iied from Yale, tlrrd man !n his c!,nss; from Yale he went to 
the Co'.lejv of ^h^Ml;an^ and Surgeons in^ New York L'ily where ho 
" graduated ".n medicnc in 1S7^. He interned at l!e!le\ue Ho-'pitul In Ne>v 
Y'ork for one year. toIlo\» ioi which he went abroad to do post-graduaiu 
«ork in PatholoR-; in Europe ho studied for two years imdcr such men 
a» Wa!iic>er. Lu'dwi^, Cohdhelm .'and von Ucckllnghauïen in VirchowVi 
Inîti'utf. ^ • • . ■ 

.\f!?r ;>>o >fa.'s ;a Europe. Wf!ch returned to .New York to 'i v h j 
v^r^s m America. .\t th.s tame there were no faciiitie5 for pjthoiogajl 
study in United States, and the two rooms which Welch finally sot'in 
the Bellt^nje Hospital Medical Collece represented the first pathological 
lsboralor>' in .Vmerlc*. By the year 1SS4, Wm. Welch was the outstand- 
ins ri'-holos^st in New Vo.-k, having initiated many ereat. h !\at; .emcnis 
in this sc:ence. He wa* then asked to take the position of patholosist 
to the Johns Hopkins Hospital, which wis then nearlns completion, and 
the Chair of Patholofj- of the future Johns Hopkins Medical School. Hu 
accepted these honors and after another year's study In Europe in Bac- 
ttriolotj" under Koch he «er.; to Baltimore to take up duties nl John; 
Hopkins, From l>vC> to lS.*i'. Welch, in his small labo.-ato.-y. constituted 
the eniirc Medical Dept. of Johr.j Hcrk.n5 L r.'.versity. la the latter year 
he invited Oilier, Halstead and Kelly to complete tne staff, and thus wai 
' ths famous medical school begun. 

His mnuer.ce oa American medicine was profound. During his lif«- 
!.me. ^.e received presidenrles in many medical associations, including tin. 
.\n-.^r .iin .Medical Asioc.ation. he was Director of the r.ockcfcller Insli- 
luie for many years, and h»ld many other positions of distinction, but

In lyiÇ. at the *pe of 'iJ. he roMjned the Professorship of l'athoiogy 
a; Johns Hspkins.
